Reunion to honor AMA's founder and Virginia's 400" birthday 


Reunion 2007 will have several themes and subthemes as Augusta Military Academy alumni 
and friends gather on the last weekend in April to rekindle slumbering memories, to greet old 
friends and to make new ones. The annual event will be held 26-28 April in Fort Defiance and 
Staunton and a record attendance is anticipated. 

2007 is Virginia's 400°" birthday. It is the 
200" anniversary of Robert E. Lee's birth, the 
great leader who so inspired AMA's founder. 
And it is the 100" anniversary of our founder's 
death in 1907 — Professor Charles S. Roller, 
Sr. In addition, we will continue our salute to the 
AMA veterans of the Korean and Vietnam 
Wars. And the icing on the cake will be to hear 
from AMA's @ stra hero Colonel Larry 
Nicholson, USMC, *75, just home from two 
tours of duty in Iraq which very nearly cost him 
his life and on the selection list for promotion to 
brigadier general. 

Nicholson was AMA's Battalion Commander 
in 1974-75. He played football and lacrosse and 
marched in the Roller Rifles. After graduating, lone! Nicholson hitches a ride with CWO 
he attended The Citadel and was commission- Donald Hicks, °65, at Camp Fallujah, Iraq. 
ed in the Marine Corps in 1980. He was a 
platoon leader at Camp Pendleton, a company 
commander in San Diego, and a rifle company commander on two WestPAC deployments. He 
attended the Amphibious Warfare School at Quantico and was an instructor at the U.S. Naval 
Academy from 1990 until 1993. After serving as a UN observer in Palestine, he went to the 
Command and General Staff College at Fort Leavenwoth. Nicholson was XO of the 2" Armored 
Recon Battalion 1995-97 and Division Operations Officer for the 2" Marines 1997-99. Recently, 
he has commanded the 5" Marine Regiment in Iraq: 5,000 Marines and Sailors, 3,000 Iraqi 
soldiers, 1,500 Iraqi police and 200 Army personnel. His four battalions were spread over an area 
that would cover Staunton to Harrisonburg with the big city of Fallujah in the middle. Nicholson 
will speak at the Saturday luncheon in the gymnasium. 

This year's reunion has some very special things to offer in addition to the incomparable 
renewing of friendships and dusty memories. The Friday luxury motor coach will go to 
Richmond where we'll see where Professor Roller sat when he was in the State Legislature after 
the Civil War, tour the Govemor’s Mansion and the State Capitol, and see where Patrick Henry 
thundered: “Give me liberty or give me death!" The more athletic can play golf, shoot clays and 
play tennis if there are enough participants. 

The Roller Rifles will march again as will the Drill Team from Massanutten Military Academy. 
And there will be an AMA Color Guard composed of former Color Guard members! Founder's 
Day will mark the century since Professor Roller died. Confederate re-enactors will be part of 
the salute to the professor who served four years in the Confederate Army during the Civil War. 

There will be a fellowship breakfast on Sunday morning before everyone heads for home. 
Before that, opportunities to see all that is new in the AMA Museum and to enjoy the food at the 
Thursday reception, the Friday banquet and Saturday evening which will be extra special. 

All these things and the chance to see old friends again! Your roommate who you haven't seen 
since you graduated. Maybe the friends you see every year at the reunions. Send in the blue 
registration form today!

This year's luxury motorcoach tour on Friday 27 April will 
travel back in time to the years when AMA's Founder, 
Professor Roller, was a member of the Virginia General 
Assembly just after the Civil War. Virginia has the oldest 
continuous English-speaking lawmaking body in the New 
World and the tour will visit Richmond, Virginia's Capital. 

The Capitol Building was designed by Thomas Jefferson 
and has been in continuous use since 1788. The original 
structure is the central portion of the building pictured at right 
Built of hand-made brick, its walls are three to five feet thick. 
We visit to the famous building and its magnificant rotunda 
with one of the world's finest portrait sculptures, Houdon's life- 
sized statue of George Washington, the only full-length 
sculpture for which the Revolutionary hero posed. The statue 
was viewed by many of Washington's contemporaries who 
said that it was a perfect likeness of their beloved leader. A 
bronze statue of Robert E. Lee stands where Lee stood when 
he accepted command of the Virginia militia in 1861. 

On our tour of the Capitol Building, we will see where 
Professor Roller sat when he was a member of the Virginia 
General Assembly after the Civil War. 

The Friday tour also will visit the Virginia Governor's 
Mansion, pictured below. The house is the oldest governor's 
residence in the nation still used for its original purpose. It was

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In the beginning... 


2007 is the 100" anniversary of 
the passing of AMA's founder, 
Charles Summerville Roller, Sr. 


When he died, he was acknowledged 
as one of the most successful teachers 
of his day. His legacy is ours — the 
Augusta Military Academy and all that 
it stands for. 


Professor Roller, in addition to his scholastic 
qualifications, possessed rare abilities as an 
administrator and he had few equals as a 
disciplinarian. 

Roller’s success as a teacher, an administra- 
tor and a disciplinarian was based in part on 
his genial disposition and his high estimate of 
his profession as a teacher. He was always 
an active contributor in his community. For 
more than 15 years, he served as a justice of 
the peace for Augusta County. He served in 
the State Legislature, he actively attended 
worship services in the Old Stone Church, 
and he was a participant in local civic and 
social organizations. His legacy was one of 
service to his community and state, and the 
founding of a school which achieved an inter- 
national reputation for excellence in the field

Charles S. Roller was born 8 May 1839 in Mount 
Sidney. He was the oldest of seven children of Jacob 
and Margaret Roller. Four of his siblings died before their 
fifth birthday. 

So he grew up with two brothers, one of whom was two 
years younger than he and the other, 15 years younger. 
Jacob Roller was a farmer and a merchant and both he 
and his father, Peter, were postmasters at Mount Sidney. 

There were no public schools in Augusta County 


before the Civil War, and Charles Roller received his 
early education at local private schools including the 
Mossy Creek Academy during the time Jed Hotchkiss 
was its principal. He worked most summers as a 
farmhand for his father, and as a youth he was known for 
his athletic abilities, his horsemanship and his devotion to 
his books. He attended the University of Virginia for two 
years, 1859-1861. On 24 July 1861, three days following 
the First Battle of Manassas, Roller enlisted as a private 
in the Confederate States military forces at Fairfax Court 
House. He joined General J. E. B. Stuart’s - Virginia 
Cavalry Regiment which had fought in that first major 
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conflict of the war. For four years he served with 
Company E which had been organized in Waynesboro 
and was composed almost exclusively of men who lived 
in Augusta County. The company was known as the 
Valley Rangers, or the Augusta Rangers. 


had been destroyed and lives had been lost. There had 
been no educational opportunities for the area’s young 
people for four years. It was to this scene, at the age of 
25 and after four years of war, that Charles Roller 
returned home. 


The Valley Rangers par- 
ticipated in skirmishes and 
battles throughout the war, 
suffering casualties at Port 
Republic, Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg, Spottsylvania, 
Cedar Creek and many other 
places. The Regiment’s first 
casualty of the war was a 
soldier in Company E. 

On 8 April 1865, Roller 
was riding as a courier for 
General Fitzhugh Lee’s 
command near Appomattox 
Court House. He was injured 
slightly when thrown by his 
horse, and he was captured and 
made a prisoner of war. The 
following day Lee surrendered 
to Grant ending the war in 
Virginia and prompting Roller’s 
release. 

Although no battles 
were fought in Mount Sidney or 
Fort Defiance, people living 
along the Valley Pike witnessed 


Stonewall Jackson's aide at AMA 

Jed Hotchkiss was principal of the Mossy 
Creek Academy when Charles Roller attended 
classes there before Roller entered the 
University of Virginia in 1859. 

Hotchkiss was General Thomas J. 
Jackson's Civil War topographical engineer. 
On 26 March 1862, Jackson issued an order 
to Hotchkiss: “! want you to make me a map 
of the Valley from Harper's Ferry to 
Lexington...”. This was the beginning of an 
assignment which resulted in celebrity and 
honors to Hotchkiss during and after the war. 

He was a friend of the Roller family and his 
diary shows he spent a night in June of 1862 
in the Roller home in Mount Sidney during 
Jackson's Valley Campaign. He also spent a 
night in October 1862 with the Rollers while 
he was on a mapping assignment of the 
Valley north of Staunton. 

Hotchkiss, a Staunton resident after the 
war, and Charles Roller maintained a life-long 
friendship, and Hotchkiss delivered the 
commencement address at AMA on 1 June 


Roller went back to Mount 
Sidney intending to return to the 
University of Virginia to study 
law. Tradition suggests he was 
asked by Confederate veterans 
to begin teaching and resume 
the education of the young men 
of that part of the Shenandoah 
Valley who had not seen black- 
boards or textbooks for several 
years. 

One of Charles Roller’s 
younger brothers, Courtney A. 
Roller, had served in the war 
first as a member of the 5!" 
Virginia Infantry and later with 
his brother in the Valley 
Rangers. In their 20's, im- 
mediately following the war, 
“Court” and Charles Roller, with 
Confederate veterans from the 
Mount Sidney and Fort Defiance 
area, were seen at the taverns 
and bars in Mount Sidney, ‘to 
fraternize, drink deep and forget 
all the horrors of Antietam, 


the constant movement of | 1898. 
troops, artillery pieces and 
supply wagons. On 11 May 
1864, over 250 cadets from the Virginia Military Institute 
began their historic march down the Valley Pike from 
Lexington to their engagement with fame at New Market. 
On 13 May they passed through the community of Fort 
Defiance, marching northward just a few feet from the 
land that was eventually to be the home of the Augusta 
Military Academy. 

Information about Union Major General David 
Hunter's brutal treatment of civilians in the lower valley 
around Woodstock and Newtown following the Battle of 
New Market rapidly found its way to Augusta County. 
The reports of Hunter’s advance toward Staunton created 
fear and feelings of revulsion and loathing against Union 
soldiers. 

On 5 June 1864, the Battle of Piedmont, just a 
short four miles east of Fort Defiance, brought the 
carnage of war to the doorsteps of area residents. On 
that day, over 7,700 Union troops under the command of 
General Hunter fought 5,600 Confederates for over nine 
hours in the fields and woods just north of New Hope. 
Ten percent of the soldiers on both sides were either 
killed or wounded, and area families treated and nursed 
wounded soldiers, some for long periods of time following 
the battle. 

Parts of the Shenandoah Valley had been devas- 
tated during the war. Homes, barns, livestock and crops 


Chancellorsville, Vicksburg and 
Gettysburg.” In September of 
1865, five months after the end 
of the war, Charles Roller joined C. M. Packer as a 
teacher in the school at the Augusta Church. Before and 
after the war there were schools in the vicinity of the 
church; they were variously referred to as the Old Fort 
Academy, Augusta High School and Augusta Academy. 
There was a red brick building on the grounds of the 
church which housed one or more of these schools over 
a period of time. 

Beginning in September of 1866, Roller was the 
Principal of the Old Fort Academy near the church and 
arranged for boarding opportunities for students in the 
homes of private families near the academy. The cost for 
a five-month term with classes in “Advanced English” and 
“Languages” was $45 payable at the end of each term. 
1867 and 1868 newspaper advertisements for the Old 
Fort Academy also show Roller as the Principal. 

On 7 November 1871, Roller was elected to the 
Virginia State Legislature as a member of the Con- 
servative Party in a contest primarily between Con- 
servatives and Republicans. The Legislature convened on 
6 December 1871, less than a month after the election. 
In the House of Delegates, Roller was a member of the 
committees of education, schools and colleges, public 
appropriations and others. (He joined the Republican 
Party in the 1880s because of a disagreement over a 
state debt issue.) His time in the Legislature ended on 2 


April 1873, and he was not a candidate for reelection in 
November of 1873. 

His attendance at legislative responsibilities was 
limited in time and it is believed he continued to manage 
the school during his brief absences. In 1874 he moved 
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after dark studying was supplied by a coal oil lamp. The 
cadets had to furnish their own coal oil, and, since this 
was an excellent medium with which to get the little 
stoves started on a cold morning, there was much sport 
in “borrowing” each other’s supply of the precious fluid. 


his school from the immediate 
area of the Augusta Church to a 
newly erected frame building a 
short distance south of the 
Church and the name became 
Augusta Male Academy. 

Charles Roller married 
Rosabelle Moorman on 26 
October 1874. The couple had 
four children: Maggie Belle, 
William C., Thomas J. and 
Charles S., Jr. Thomas and 
Charles, Jr., were to follow their 
father into life-long commit- 
ments to secondary school 
education. 

Professor Roller buys land 

On 1 December 1879, 
Roller purchased the land south 
of the Augusta Church which 
was the eventual site of all of 
the buildings of the academy as 
well as the Roller home. By the 
school session of 1879-80 half 
of the 30 students were from 
outside the local community. 

A program of military 
instruction including uniforms 
and use of Civil War style 
muskets during military drill was 
adopted by the academy by 
1880. The only precedent for 
such an idea in Virginia was the 
operation of Virginia Military 
Institute in Lexington; thus, 
Roller’s school became the first 
of several military preparatory 
schools in the state. Roller built 
his family home, now the AMA 
Alumni House/ Museum, on the 
property he had purchased and 
over a period of several years 


AMA and the Augusta Church 

AMA had is beginnings in a building which 
once stood among the old, tall trees in the 
churchyard of the Old Stone Church, one of 
the most historic buildings in the Shenan- 
doah Valley. 

The congregation of the church dates from 
about 1737. The church's first permanent 
paster, John Craig, arrived in 1740 and he 
conducted services in a wood building which 
was east of the present Valley Pike. That 
structure is long gone, but the graveyard 
which developed close to the church can be 
visited today. 

Craig undertook to build a permanent, 
stone building on the hill west of the original 
church site and the first worship service was 
held in that new building on 22 January 1749. 
After renovations in 1855 and a major expan- 
sion in 1921, it is that building which AMA 
cadets came to love. A brochure on the 
history of the church (available to visitors to 
the church Session House Museum) notes 
that the 1921 expansion was required, in part, 
due to the “increased enrollment of Augusta 
Military Academy...” 

In 1899, the church celebrated the 150" 
anniversary of that first 1749 worship service. 
The Reverend J. N. Van Devanter, the pastor 
of the church at the time, wrote a history of 
the church which includes a review of the 
extensive ceremonies which observed that 
event. He reports no less than 2,000 people 
attended one event and that “a company of 
cadets from the Augusta Military Academy 
were drawn up in line on one side of the 
crowd,” contributing “to making a most 
imposing and touching scene.” 


Each room contained one or 
two wash basins and two 
buckets - one for carrying water 
from the school spring and the 
other served as a slop pail. The 
basins had to serve as bath 
tubs, of a sort, when the 
occasion demanded. Toilet 
facilities were the traditional 
outdoor privy with a battery of 
seats. 

Saturday was wood- 
chopping day. The entire group 
of boarding students would split 
logs and stack them in a large 
community pile to be used dur- 
ing the week to heat the cadet 
rooms. The sooner the woodpile 
was built up to the required 
size, the sooner the boys could 
get away for Saturday recre- 
ation. So long as there was 
neither snow on the ground nor 
a temperature so low as to 
cramp the fingers beyond 
accurate play, marbles was 
reportedly THE game. 

Saturday nights were 
devoted to meetings of the 
Literary Society which was 
designed for the practice of 
debate, elocution and 
declamation. Roller believed 
that no man was educated until 
he could stand on his own two 
feet and convey his ideas to an 
audience by means of his own 
voice. Diplomas or graduation 
certificates were not commonly 
awarded by secondary schools 
during this period, but the first 
“commencement” exercises 


constructed a group of frame buildings extending in a line 
parallel to the Valley Pike, most of which were later 
torn down to make way for more permanent structures, 
including Main Barracks which was occupied in 1917. 

In the 1880s, life in the original frame barracks 
was considerably lacking in the personal conveniences 
available to cadets in later years. The rooms were de- 
signed to accommodate two boys and each room had its 
own heating unit - a small wood burning stove. Each 
cadet had a turn at carrying the needed supply of kindling 
from the academy woodpile. 

The beds were wooden frames with rope springs 
and the mattresses were filled with corn shucks. Light for 


were held at AMA by 1878. Those exercises occupied 
several hours on just one day and, in addition to a 
commencement address, an address by an alumnus and 
the awarding of academic medals, declamations and 
debates were an integral part of those ceremonies. 

The 1880s curriculum included Greek, Latin, 
French, German, English, U. S. history, geometry, 
algebra, elocution, physics, word-analysis, English 
literature and surveying. Along with other teachers, 
Professor Roller taught classes daily. He was considered 
an imposing figure but was very nearsighted. His glasses 
were bifocals and in order to see as best he could, he sat

Grandby to state championship 


It was Thanksgiving Day of 1966. As a writer for the 
Norfolk Virginian-Pilot wrote, "High school football games in 
those days were as much a part of Thanksgiving Day as 
giblets and gravy." This particular Turkey Day, Granby High 
School was playing Maury High, both from Norfolk. The 
teams were undefeated and the winner would advance to 
the title game under the Virginia 
High School League point sys- 
tem in use then. Granby, coach- 
ed by Bill Ralph, went on to 
defeat Maury 14-7 before knock- 
ing off Andrew Lewis High of 
Salem for the state crown. 

Coach Ralph, who had taught 
and coached at AMA earlier, 
said that he had put his best 
players on defense, then "scored 
just enough to win." More than 
20,000 fans attended the game; 
some say there were as many 
as 33,000 with many standees. 
Whatever the size of the crowd, the stands were filled well 
before the game began. On the Thanksgiving weekend of 
2006, the Virginian-Pilot ran a two page story on the game 
with photos of Coach Ralph and those who played on the 
two teams. Ralph is now a minister in Moyock, NC. He will 
preside at a Fellowship Breakfast on Sunday morning 29 
April during Reunion 2007. 


Naval cadets were trained at 
Augusta during World War Il 


This is one of those stories that keeps coming back and until 
Ed Click, ‘50, found a Staunton News-Leader story, all we 
had was rumors. The story from 11 August 1942 had the 
headline: Naval Flying Cadets at AMA. It concerned a party 
that a group of the cadets had and listed only their last names. 
Ed checked the AMA cadet roster and other lists and says that 
none of the names of the party goers appear in any school 
records he has been able to find. 

Now, at least, we have a date: 1942. Maybe someone who 
was at AMA during this time will know about the naval aviation 
cadets. Note that the story is dated in August when school 
would not have been in session. Possibly then, these naval 
cadets lived in Big Barracks while they took their training 
nearby, probably in Verona where the nearest airport was then 
located.

What happened to the Cubans? 


A recent inquiry about the wherabouts of some Cuban 
cadets has brought a response from Manuel Balbis, °53, 
who lived in Havana when he was attending Augusta. 

First, Manuel put to rest a rumor that the son or sons of 
Cuban Dictator Fulgencio Batista had attended AMA. “/ 
occasionally run into Batista's oldest son, Ruben, at social 
functions and | know that neither he nor his brothers went 
to AMA,” he says. 

The Cuervo brothers: "Orlando, *47, Rolando (Pelayo), 
“49, and Otto, ‘52, were sons of the much admired Cuban 
Senator Pelayo Cuervo who was killed by Batista's hench- 
men in 1957. Now, all are dead after surviving the Bay of 
Pigs fiasco. The last to die was Otto in 2005." 

Balbis says that Gus Villoldo, “49, is now a "gentleman 
farmer" in South Florida. He too was in the Bay of Pigs 
invasion, is a Vietnam veteran and was CIA station head in 
Bolivia. He was instrumental in training and advising the 
Bolivian unit which apprehended "Che" Guevaro who was 
leading an insurrection in Bolivia in the late 1960s. 

Alfredo Caballero, ©51, had a career as a fighter pilot in 
the Cuban Navy attacking Castro rebels in the Cuban 
jungles. Balbis says that Alfredo defected when Castro took 
over and he now runs a small cargo airline operating in 
Central America. 

Ovidio Kaba, ~46, another Cuban exile and another Bay 
of Pigs veteran, died recently in Miami, according to Balbis. 

Ed Click, “50, reports that Nando Acosta, ~37, passed 
away on 3 May 1997. Jorge Aguilera, ©43, died in 1986, 
but his brother Enrique Aguilera, “43, lives today in Key 
Biscayne. 

In the meantime, Mario Garcia, ~49, recently stopped by 
the AMA Alumni House/Museum. He lives in Miami and is 
now in touch with AMA alumni in that area. 


Alumni Board hears 
mostly good news 


The AMA Alumni Association Board of Directors met on 
the last Saturday in January at the Conference Room in the 
AMA Alumni House/Museum and heard a series of very 
positive reports about association activities. 

Treasurer Bob Harris, ~54, assured all that both the 
Association and Foundation "books are balanced to the 
penny" and that the outlook is "semi-rosy."

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Senator John Chichester, “55 
The "rainy day" man 


There was the day when the Virginia State Senate was 
little more than a rubber stamp for the House of Delegates 
Appropriations Committee. The House committee put to- 
gether the state budget 
always leaving just a few 
days for the Senate to act, 
and no time at all to pro- 
pose a fiscal policy of its 
own. That changed when 
Senator John Chichester, 
“55, of Fredericksburg be- 
came co-chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee 
after Republicans gained 
the majority in the General 
Assembly. In 2000, he be- 
came the sole chairman of 
the important committee. 

Suddenly, the senator 
was concerned about the 
entire State, not just his 
Senatorial district. ") went 
from a guy on the back 
bench to having the fiscal 
concerns of every Virginian 
land squarely in my lap," 
he says. His goal is to 
assure that Virginia main- 
tains its AAA bond rating 
while keeping the Old 
Dominion "the best fiscally 
managed state in the 
nation." But the Senator 
says that a weakened national economy can hurt Virginia's 
prosperity too and he believes that "we should prepare for 
that rainy day that is sure to come." To help fund the state 
in times of an economic slowdown, the legislature created 
a "Rainy Day Fund" which Senator Chichester has fought 
to fund fully. 

Virginia's "pay as you go" tradition has 
never gone out of fashion with Chichester 
who in addition to now being the sole 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee 
is, because of his seniority, President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate. A promotion of 
considerable magnitude from the days when 
he was the First Sergeant of D Company at 
Augusta.

...on track for a Pulitzer Prize 


He was in Joe Louis' living room the day he died. He 
posed for a photo with President Nixon before the 1969 All- 
Star Game. He gave the eulogy at Larry Doby's funeral and 


talked politics and boxing 
with Nelson Mandella in 
South Africa. He covered 
the Kentucky Derby, the 
Irish Derby, the Epsom 
Derby in England and the 
French Prix D'Amerique. 

He is already in the 
Sportswriters and Sports- 
casters Hall of Fame with 
the likes of Mel Allen, 
Grantland Rice and Red 
Smith. 

He is in the National 
Sportswriters Hall of 
Fame, the New Jersey 
State Sports Hall of Fame 
and the New Jersey 
Literary Hall of Fame, the 
only newspaperman elect- 
ed to that hall. 

He has authored eleven 
books (some of which are 
on display at the AMA 
Museum), and produced, 
written and directed 30 
sports documentaries and is a regular 
ESPN contributor. The Associated 
Press presented him with the Red 
Smith Award for a lifetime of contri- 
butions to sports journalism. 

He has had four nominations for a 
Pulitzer Prize but not yet a win, but a 
series of eight columns about his 55 
years in sports may bring one soon to 
Jerry Izenberg, ~48, long-time sports 
reporter and columnist for the Newark 
Star-Ledger. 

Izenberg is clearly one of the most 
admired sports columnists in the 
country covering Muhammad Ali's fights 
in Zaire and Manila, the Olympics from 
Rome to Seoul, over 100 World Series 
games, 150 Triple Crown races, and is 
one of only four reporters to cover 
every Super Bowl. After this year's

Super Bowl, Jerry retired from writing his daily "At Large" 
column which has been a staple of the Star-Ledger sports 
section since 1962. He will continue covering future Super 
Bowls, Triple Crown races, major fights and Rutger athletics

and will write for the newspaper occasionally “when the 
spirit or topic moves me." 
When Jerry was writing sports articles for the Bayonet in 


the late 1940's, he plan- 
ned to go into business 
administration or perhaps 
would become an English 
teacher somewhere. 

"Colonel Koogler 
made Shakespeare come 
alive for me and after he 
did so, the rest was easy, 
even for a smart-ass like 
me," he says. "Colonel 
Koogler lured me into a 
reading spree that ran the 
gamut from Sandburg to 
Hemingway and Faulkner 
before | left AMA. | didn't 
realize its value at the 
time but Koogler was the 
one teacher who made a 
difference in the quality 
and direction of my life, 
and I can never thank him 
enough." 

When an AMA cadet, 
Izenberg was the sports 
editor of both The 
Bayonet and The Recall, played JV 
basketball, was in the cadet orchestra, 
and served as a sergeant in Band 
Company. The 1948 class prophecy 
had Jerry leading a dance band as his 
major occupation. 

When Jerry came to Augusta, he 
lived in Newark just down Shanley 
Avenue from the home of the late 
Arthur “Otz" Cohen, “50, AMA's First 
Captain in 1949-50. It was here that his 
father taught him to love baseball, 
looking out at the December sky which 
was “dishwater gray and the huge 
snowflakes whipped around in circles 
on winds every city kid calls ‘The 
Hawk.' My old man looked into my 
eyes, smiled and said, ‘To hell with it. 
Come on.' We went outside. Coatless, 
with the wind and snowflakes in our 


faces, December in our lungs and my mother banging on 
the window fo tell me I'd catch pneumonia, we played 
catch." Jerry said that was his "rite of passing. (My Dad and 
1) never went fishing together. We never drank beer 
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together. We _ never 
agreed politically on much 
of anything. But he gave 
me_ baseball, and we 
were never closer than 
we were that day." 

When he finished at 
AMA, Izenberg started 
classes at  Rutgers- 
Newark, “not the Rutgers 
of scarlet ties and black 
blazers and crew races 
along the old Raritan. | 
went to Rutgers-Newark where 
classes were held in two 
barely converted 
factories, an old brewery 
and a defunct razor blade 
maker, hard by the mud- 
pie brown, dioxin-laden 
waters of the old Passaic. 
My old man was as blue 
collar as it gets, and so | 
was destined to attend 
‘The Rutgers of the People.” 

Finishing college, he got a job as night copy editor at the 
Star-Ledger though he still had no plans to make sports 
writing his career. He thought he'd go off to the Korean 
War, then come back home to get a master's degree and 
teach English, "but | got married, | needed money, kids 
came along and | found that | wasn't smart enough to do 
anything besides sports." 

Many are pleased that these necessities pushed Jerry 
into sports reporting since his duties to athletics and the 
public have been executed with extreme skill, passion and 
honesty. He was to meet many famous people in his 55 
years of sports reporting but no one who had more effect 
on him than Muhammed Ali. 

First to support Ali 

After Ali's shaking hand lit the torch at the 1996 Olympic 
Games in Atlanta, he spent all the next day with Jerry. 
Izenberg was the first sportswriter to support Ali's decision 
not to fight in the Vietnam War due to his religious beliefs. 
His column caused an uproar and Jerry had the windshield 
of his car smashed with a sledgehammer. All through Ali's 
boxing career and long after, his good friend Jerry Izenberg 
was there for him. 

Knowing that Jerry coveted a Pulitzer Prize, Ali sent him 
a package which contained a plaque reading: "Pulitzer 
Prize for Commentary. | don't care what the committee 
says, no committee knows more about writing than me." 

Eddie Robinson, the legendary football coach at 
Grambling, remembers that Jerry was the first white 
reporter to cover Grambling. Jerry did many stories about 
the superb teams that Robinson fielded and helped produce 
a film One Hundred Yards to Glory about Grambling. "Our 
kids were not used to the kind of coverage Jerry gave 
them," said Robinson. "He came to Grambling and became 
part of the program." 

Looking back on his long career, Jerry says that news-

papers are the "most 
obligated to report the 
truth. To do so, print 
reporters and columnists 
must avoid the temptation 
of celebrity at the cost of 
integrity... Once it's in 
print, it is there forever in 
your local library." 

In concluding his eight 
part series in the Ledger- 
Star, Jerry Izenberg 
wrote: "/ ask my col- 
leagues in this business 
to never forget their 
obligation to our readers 
and to themselves. To 
find out the truth and tell 
it. A few weeks ago, | 
was interviewed by tele- 
phone from Dublin for an 
Irish talk show, and the 
interviewer wanted to 
know about my life, the 
things that shaped me and why | committed to a lot of 
things many sports-writers generally ignore. | told him about 
my father, the immigrant who became an American with a 
single swing of a baseball bat. | told him how my father 
gave me the gift of a love of sports and launched me on a 
dream career. And then | told them about you. ‘We sell 
about 400,000 newspapers each day... more on Sunday,’ 
| said. If one out of four readers takes the time to read what 
! wrote, then that gives me an extended family of 100,000. 
Now, when this finally ends, if | can say to myself that they 
came first and that I did not disappoint them — and more 
important, if they can say to me, ‘You gave us the best you 
had and it was good enough for us' — then for me there 
could be no greater prize." 

Colonel Koogler surely would agree.

Remembering Deane's camp — Camp Kannata

A 1935 prospectus described Camp Kannata as follows: 
"The camp is located in Bath County, 
Virginia on the Cowpasture (also known 
as the Wallawhatoola) River, twelve miles 
northeast of Clifton Forge, one mile from 
State Route 17 on a mountain farm of six 
hundred and forty-five acres and joins the 
‘big survey' which is an area of about one 
hundred square miles of forest. The camp 
site is off the main route of travel. It is a 
place of true natural beauty. The cabins 
are on a small bluff beside the river and 
no cabin is more than forty feet from the 
river. The grove in which the camp is 
located is thickly wooded and dominated 
by huge pine, spruce and balsam trees..." 

The camp was Camp Kannata, located 
on what is now Cowpasture River Farm, 
home of Eddie and Sheri Walters. 

Some things have changed since 1935: 
Route 17 is now Route 42 and the tree 
description is not entirely accurate. At that 
time the camp address was Coronation, 
Virginia and later, Nimrod Hall. 

The camp structures were built and 
owned by the White family. A precursor to 
Camp Kannata was Camp Can't You 
Come when the facilities were rented to a 
jeweler for his private use. It was also 
used for live music and dancing on sum- 
mer nights. 

Captain Herbert D. Deane (later Major 
and Colonel), headmaster at Augusta 
Military Academy, then secured the camp 
for this end: "The purpose of the 
camp is two-fold: to give our boys 
the healthful and wholesome 
employment and enjoyment of 
camp life, and to further their 
academic careers." A number of 
campers were Augusta Military 
Academy cadets but not all as 
ages ranged from the 5" grade 
and younger to senior high school 
age. 

Augusta Military Academy was 
founded at Fort Defiance around 
1879 by Civil War veteran Charles 
S. Roller and was the oldest of 
seven military prep schools which 
existed in Virginia at one time. 
Captain Deane was a prominent 
faculty member at AMA for many

years and a major building on the AMA campus was called 
Deane's Castle. 

Captain Deane further described the nature of Camp 
Kannata in this way: "Many patrons have found it desirable 
to send their sons to us solely for the camp features and 
their subsequent physical development. 
We believe, how-ever, that for the boy of 
high school age a substitution of some 
academic work for a portion of the 
physical phases is most profitable 
regardless of his previous academic 
record." 

So, the nature of this summer school on 
the river was individualized instruction that 
could be college prep, summer school 
makeup or remedial. 

The summer school was six weeks long. 
A typical day's schedule: 

7:15 - Rise and dip 
7:30 - Breakfast 
Bir sree 2 8:00 - 1:30 - Classes 
oe 1:30 - Lunch 
GR se 2:00 - 3:00 - Quiet hour 
ee 3:00 - 6:30 - Swimming, boating, 
hiking, horseback riding, 
shooting and fishing 
7:00 - Supper 
7:30 - 8:30 - Study hall 
8:30 - 10:30 - Campfire 
11:00 - Allin 

A number of campers were from Central 
and South America and spoke little or no 
English. In the archives at the AMA 
Museum, | found in a letter from a camper 
with this reference: "Another group of the 
Spanish boys went horseback riding the 
other night (instead of going to study hall) 
and they ended up at a musical camp 
which is known as Band Camp." 

According to the catalog, a 
camper "may bring with him a 
small rifle and, should he like to 
fish, bring his own tackle." 

Ben Zinkhan, “60, a Kannata 
camper, shared with me the story 
about day to day activities and 
some that were not routine: 
"Spelunking was not on the list of 
Kannata activities but a group of 
boys did wander off and get lost 
in a local cave. They tracked them 
down using blood hounds from a 
convict camp that was nearby." 
Ben also found some photos of 
earlier days showing a short cut to 
camp: "Instead of walking on the

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Walt Dyer's brief 
career as a boxer 


There was a time when the top three sports at AMA were 
football, baseball and boxing. Walt Dyer, “41, in his own 
words, tells of his brief career as a pugilist for AMA: 

Thomas E. Dickerson, 41, attended AMA for six years 
and was responsible for my coming to AMA in 1937. Sadly, 
he passed away about three years ago. He lived in 
Ashland, Kentucky, my home town, although | met him 
when our mothers (both divorced) were working for the 
government in Washington, DC. 

Tommy was quite a boxer. He had a 
scholarship and was a cadet waiter. He 
wanted me to attend but my mother 
couldn't afford the full tuition (which was 
around $700 a year). | never boxed on 
my life, but Tommy told Major Roller 
what a good fighter | was. The Major — 
a great supporter of the boxing team — 
gave me a scholarship and made me a

fortunately for me we had a very good 

127 pound fighter (My weight then. | am now 200.) He was 
a 19 year old named George Blumberg so | spent all my 
time sparring and trying not to attract any attention. But my 
luck ran out when the first match was scheduled. 

The team went by bus to Covington but it was |, not 
Blumberg, who made the trip. He had come down with the 
flu and while in Major Roller's words, “Dyer couldn't fight his 
way out of a paper bag," AMA had never forfeited a fight, 
and suddenly | was a boxer. The meet opened with our 120 
pound boxer getting a decision, and | was next to go. 

As a member of the visiting team, | was introduced first. 
Then | heard this stunning announcement: "For Covington, 
the South Atlantic Prep School Boxing Champion, Eddie 
Shepherd." The crowd cheered as my opponent entered the 
ring, a 19 year old who was about three inches taller than 
my skinny frame. Also, he was quite a bit wider. 

We got our instructions and when the bell sounded no 
one could say that | didn't look the part. He didn't know 
what to expect from me so he moved in a circle feeling me 
out. | actually threw a left jab or two, but he gradually 
moved in with punches mainly to my chest. So help me, | 
was not hurt but still, our coach, Lieutenant Cy McCue, 
had seen enough. | was mortified when he threw in the 
towel stopping the fight at one minute and 39 seconds of 
the first round. The large crowd cheered as the referee led 
me back to my corner. 

| actually cried as | sat on the bench. | told Lieutenant 
McCue that | could have gone on but he said he couldn't 
take a chance on my getting hurt. He told me that Eddie 
was four years older and a champion. 

Mine was the only fight we lost and we won the meet 7- 
1. The team was happy except for me. Though | continued 
to train hard, | was never asked to fight again! 


Julian Quarles, °35 
His grandfather was 


in the War of 1812 


Maybe your father or grandfather served during World 
War One in 1917-18. Perhaps your grandfather served in 
the Spanish American War (1898) or even the Civil War 
(1861-65). But Julian Quarles' grandfather actually served 
in the War of 1812 — 195 years ago! 

No, not his great-grandfather: his grandfather. 

Julian's father was 69 years old when Julian was born in 
1917. His father, born in 1848, was the youngest of nine 
children — eight boys and one girl. Six of Julian's father's 
brothers served in the Civil War and 
three survived the conflict. 

Julian's grandfather, Peter, was born 
in 1796 and fought in the War of 1812 
as a member of William Gray's Com- 
pany of Virginia Militia. After Peter's 
death and because of his service in the 
War of 1812, Julian's grandmother re- 
ceived a widow's pension until she died 
in 1892. 

Says Julian, "/ have fond memories of 
sitting on the steps of our house on 
Sunday afternoons while my father and 
a friend of about the same age shared their memories of 
the Civil War. My father had visited with his brothers who 
were in the Confederate Army. He retired in 1922 and | was 
able to spend a lot of valuable time with him until he 
passed away." The elder Quarles attended law school at 
the University of Virginia and became a judge. His framed 
image hangs in the Circuit Court room in Augusta County. 

Julian's uncle, N. F. Quarles, was a comrade of Christian 
Rubush, the great-grandfather of Bill Rubush, “49. They 
served together in the Confederate Army and when Quarles 
was killed in the Battle of Second Manassas (Bull Run), 
Christian Rubush buried him. 

General Stonewall Jackson had presented N. F. Quarles 
with a Yankee sword and that weapon is on display in the 
Civil War Museum in Richmond. Several years ago, Julian 
was made an Honorary Member of Company E, Fifth 
Virginia Regiment, an active re-enactment organization. 

When the original company was formed on 1 April 1861, 
both Julian's uncle and Rubush's great-grandfather were 
charter members.

New way to save on taxes 
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IRA charitable rollover available only through 2007 


Many IRAs have grown significantly in value in recent 
years and many AMA alumni have benefitted from that 
growth. Some have asked if they can make a gift to the 
AMA Alumni Foundation from their IRA. Until now, the 
answer has been no, at least not without some significant 
tax consequences. 

But now through the end of 
2007 only, there is a new 
alternative — the IRA charitable 
rollover. The Pension Protection 
Act was enacted last year making 
possible an IRA rollover to the 
AMA Alumni Foundation or to any 
other charity, if you are over 70% 
years of age. The good news is 
that your IRA contribution to charity will be similar to other 
IRA rollovers — it will not be included in your Federal 
taxable income. 

While there is no added deduction for an IRA charitable 
rollover, avoiding up to $100,000 of taxable income may 
save substantial income taxes not otherwise available. An 
added bonus is that your IRA charitable rollover this year 
will qualify for all or part of your required IRA minimum 
distribution. Thus, the charitable rollover is a tax efficient 
way of reducing an “over funded” IRA, should you be 
fortunate enough to be in that situation. 

If you have ever wanted to make a contribution to the 
AMA Foundation, but thought you could not afford to do so, 
now is the time to reconsider. As it stands now, the IRA

provisions of the new law are applicable only until the end 
of this year. So, who might want an IRA rollover? 
Charitable IRA rollovers will be popular for five reasons: 

1] Convenience - It is a very simple and easy way to 
make a gift to AMA. 2] Standard deduction benefit - 
With an IRA charitable rollover, 
you may take the standard 
deduction. Since the IRA rollover 
is not on your return, it may 
reduce your taxes. 3] Lower tax 
on Social Security - Because of 
an IRA distribution, you may be 
paying tax on 85% of your Social 
Security. Using the IRA charitable 
rollover may lower your income 
and only 50% of your Social Security benefits would be 
taxable. 4] No giving limits - With an IRA charitable 
rollover, you may give more than the usual deductible 
amount of 50% of income. 5] Lower income level saves 
taxes - Persons with higher incomes often lose part of their 
charitable deductions and other tax benefits. Using an IRA 
charitable rollover for part or all of your IRA required 
distribution may lower your income and save taxes. 

Your IRA charitable rollover in 2007 could be in any 
amount up to $100,000. 

Discuss with your CPA or tax preparer the benefits to you 
of an IRA charitable rollover. Then, consider an IRA roll- 
over to the AMA Alumni Foundation to support The 
Bayonet, the AMA Museum and the AMA Scholarships. 


Gifts to the AMA Alumni Foundation are 
tax deductible. 


The AMA Alumni Foundation was created to 
provide an opportunity for friends of Augusta 
to support our activities and be entitled to a 
deduction on federal and state* income taxes. 
The AMA Alumni Foundation is a 501(c)(3) 
tax exempt organization as defined by IRS 
regulations. When the AMA Alumni Associa- 


tion earns income for any of its projects, it 
may transfer such funds to the AMA Alumni 
Foundation. However, once money goes into 
a Foundation account, it can only be used for 
those purposes which would entitle the con- 
tributor to a tax deduction (such as scholar- 
ships, museum programs and The Bayonet).

Foundation trustees hear 
finances in decent shape 


AMA Alumni Foundation Treasurer Bob Harris, “54, reported to the 
Foundation trustees that the finances of the Foundation are in "decent 
shape" with the accounting and reporting protocols approved last year 
working very well. 

The 2007 fund raising goal was set at $115,000, eight per cent less 
than the $125,000 budget for all of 2006. (See the bayonet thermometer 
at right) Foundation Chairman Frank Williamson, “60, said the 2007 
budget shows that "we are being prudent with our resources. Not many 
budgets go down as ours is doing." 

Harris also reported that the funds invested with Raymond James have 
grown significantly "even with the start up fee we paid to move our 
accounts there." 

The trustees previously had authorized the awarding of three AMA 
Legacy Scholarships at Reunion 2007, each worth $3,000. The trustees 
will make a decision at their Fall 2007 meeting about the number and 
value of scholarships which will be offered at Reunion 2008. "The clear 
intent is to increase the scholarship grants each year," said Trustee Rod 
Willey, *51. 

Harris reported that all three 2006 AMA Legacy Scholarship winners 
have grade point averages of 3.5 or more. 

Garry Granger, *70, asked that consideration be given to offering 
scholarship help to the children, grandchildren, great-grandchildren, etc. 
of AMA alumni who attend a military prep boarding school similar to 
AMA. The trustees referred the matter to the AMA Scholarship 
Committee chaired by Chris Meek, ~84, which would determine the 
criteria for any such scholarship grant. 

In other actions: 

+ Granger was asked to contact Darryl Mizer, *70, about the outlook for 
grants to the AMA Alumni Foundation. Mizer is a grant writer who has 
offered to help get grants for the Foundation and the AMA Museum 
when the appropriate paperwork is completed. 

+ Goodloe Saunders, ~57, will continue efforts to meet with the owners 
of the AMA buildings and grounds about changing the lease on the AMA 
Alumni House/Museum. 

+ The trustees received a report on the required filing of federal tax 
returns each year. 

+ Bill Keller, “62, has generously donated a Padre Island timeshare to 
the Foundation to either rent or sell. Alumni who live in Padre Island area 
will be contacted first to see if there is interest. Meantime, an ad is in this 
issue of The Bayonet and if the timeshare is not rented or sold by the 
time of Reunion 2007, it will be an item in the Silent Auction. 

+ Granger suggested creation of an internship whereby the children and 
grandchildren of alumni could come to the AMA campus for a two and 
a half day learning session to meet with alumni leaders and to study the 
history and traditions of the school. The suggestion was tabled for further 
discussion. 

+ Treasurer Harris asked that a plea go out for an attorney and a CPA 
to volunteer with the Foundation. "We need someone in each category 
who can be available for consultation and suggestions," said Harris. 
"Whether or not that person is an alumnus is not important. We need a 
couple of quality people who will donate a minimal amount of time when 
the occasion arises." 

The trustees met in Staunton on Friday 27 January at the Holiday Inn 
Golf and Conference Center, the headquarters hotel for Reunion 2007.

Special compensation replaces VA disability offset 


Qualified military retirees with 20 or more years of service 
and who have a "combat related" VA-rated disability will no 
longer have their military retirement pay reduced by the 
amount of their VA disability compensation. Instead, they will 
receive both their full military retirement pay and their VA 
disability compensation. 

The 2004 National Defense Authorization Act expanded the 
definition of "Combat Related Special Compensation" (CRSC) 
to include disabilities incurred as a direct result of armed 
conflict, conditions simulating war, hazardous duty and “an 
instrumentality of war." CRSC will not be phased in and once 
a military retiree has been determined to be qualified, he or 
she will begin to receive regular retirement pay plus an 
additional sum based on the VA disability rating. 

The following eligibility requirements have been established: 

+ Retirees have to apply to their branch of service to be 
approved for CRSC. 

+ Retirees have to be receiving VA compensation. 

+ Retirees must be receiving military retired pay or be in a 
suspended status due to receipt of VA compensation. 

+ Retirees must have an approved combat-related disability 
of 10% or greater. This is a major change from the original 
program which required a 60% disability rating or, if 
associated with a Purple Heart, a disability rating of 10% 
or more. 

+ Retirees must have 20 years of active service or, for 
reservists, 20 years of qualifying service, in order to be 
eligible. 

Rules for reservists 

+ Reservists need documentation to support their claim of 20 
years qualifying service such as a 20-year letter from the 
applicable branch of service, retirement orders or a statement 
of service. 

Qualified reservists cannot receive CRSC until they begin to 
receive retired pay at age 60. 

Temporary Early Retirement Authorization (TERA) retirees 
are not eligible to receive CRSC unless they have returned to 
active duty and accumulated enough service to meet the 20- 
year requirement before retiring the second time. 

The legislation which created the CRSC left the policies and 
procedures to the discretion of the parent military branch 
which, of course, are subject to change. 

To receive CRSC, one must make application on DD Form 
2860 through one's military service branch. 

Each branch has exclusive authority to determine eligibility.

very erect so that his line of sight would pass through the 
bottom half of the glasses. 

Tobacco chewing was an accepted custom of the 
period and the Professor enjoyed this particular luxury. 
Many of his students also chewed tobacco, sometimes in 
class. Those on the front row would avail themselves of 
the Professor's spittoon to which he seemed to have no 
objection unless their aim was not accurate. He also 
occasionally smoked a pipe, but cigarette smoking was 
taboo. 

Pinching the Professor's tobacco 

The Professor's favorite retreat was his study 
which was located in the room to the right as one entered 
the Roller home. The room had numerous bookcases, a 
large desk and a large, upholstered, swivel chair. The 
mantle above the fireplace held the Professor’s tobacco 
box and his pipes. Boys who were not making sufficient 
progress in their studies were required to spend evenings 
in the study under Professor Roller’s instruction and 
surveillance. Since his personal chair had a high back 
which required him to make a half turn to face the door, 
it was considered quite an accomplishment for a cadet to 
transfer a pinch of the Professor’s tobacco from the box 
on the mantle to the cadet’s pocket before the Professor 
had completed this half turn. 


Professor Roller and his family worshipped at the 
Augusta Stone Presbyterian Church, and he insisted that 
his students attend religious services also. Early acad 
emy catalogs informed prospective students that a one- 
dollar “pew rent” for the church must be paid. 

As a diversion from the daily routine of the 
school, the Professor often walked to the Valley Pike toll 
gate located near Willow Spout to talk with Mr. Arthur 
Groome, a Confederate veteran who had lost an arm at 
Chancellorsville and who collected tolls imposed on 
Valley Pike travelers. 

Roller suspended operations at the academy for 
the academic year of 1883-84 after his appointment as 
Principal of the Virginia School for the Deaf and Blind in 
Staunton on 10 January 1883. He had served on the 
Board of Visitors of VSDB during the same time as his 
service in the State Legislature. Roller was politically 
aligned with the “Readjuster Movement” in Virginia which 
was centered on the handling of the state’s debt. His 
assignment to VSDB was a political appointment and his 
removal from VSDB just a year later was also a political 
decision. It is believed that his brother, Dr. Hugh Sheffey 
Roller, managed the school for the last few months of the 
1882-83 school term. Sheffey, an educator himself, was 
later to become superintendent of public schools in 
Augusta County. Their brother, Courtney, also involved in 
education, was then a member of the Middle River 
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District School Board. Charles Roller resumed operations 
of the Augusta Male Academy 24 September 1884. 

During the school year 1888-89, Professor Roller 
changed the name of the school to Augusta Classical and 
Military Academy. By 1890, he had changed the name of 
the school to Augusta Military Academy. The founding 
date of Augusta has been a matter of discussion for 
many years. The cornerstone of the Academic Building 
which was ready for use in September of 1910 shows 
“AMA 1874” and graduation certificates awarded in the 
1920's include a seal showing 1874 as the founding date. 
The Academy's catalog for the school session of 1905-06 
and Circular of Information for 1906-07 identifies the 
session which began September 19, 1906, as the thirty- 
second session of the school. 


Charles Roller’s service to Virginia in the Civil 
War had been that of an enlisted man. However, he was 
later a Colonel in the Virginia militia. In published material 
he was frequently referred to with a military title. He was 
commonly called “The Professor” or “The Old Boss” by 
his students. He was an eloquent debater and speaker. 
He was Deputy Grand Master in Virginia of the In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows and was several times 
commander of the Staunton-based Stonewall Jackson 
Camp of Confederate veterans. 

The Academy celebrated its 100" anniversary in 
1965 based on the beginning of Professor Roller’s teach- 
ing career in Fort Defiance in 1865. In a newspaper story 
which followed the funeral of Professor Roller on 28 
August 1907, it was reported that the cortege “passed 
over the spot where the house once stood” in the 
churchyard in which “Roller first taught when he estab- 
lished the Augusta Military Academy.” 

That was indeed the seed from which grew that 
beloved school.

Former Virginia Attorney General Richard Cullen, °67, 
has become Chairman of McGuire Woods, a Richmond 
based law firm with 750 lawyers in 16 states and sai 
foreign countries. Cullen 
has been with McGuire 
Woods since 1977 and has 
seen it become a premier 
national firm. 

The Richmond Times- 
Dispatch calls Cullen "an 
influential Republican _ in- 
sider who not only served 
as the Virginia Attorney 
General but was a U.S. 
Attorney as_ well." Ken 
Duberstein, Chief of Staff to 


President Reagan, said that 
Cullen “is one of the best- 
kept secrets of Richmond

because he is a true legal 
powerhouse who also un- 
understands the politics of 
Washington." 

Cullen, 58, was born in 
New York City, but moved 
to Staunton in kindergarten. 
After his one year as a PG 
day student at AMA, he 
attended Furman Univer- 
sity. During summers, he 
worked at the Staunton x 
News-Leader and in 1972 
covered a campaign stop by State Representative M. 
Caldwell Butler who was running for Congress. Republican 
Butler, from Roanoke, won the election and hired Cullen to 
be his press secretary. 

Cullen recalls, "/ soon had to write a press release about 
Butler's having been assigned to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. | did some research and found out that one thing in 
the committee's jurisdiction was impeachment, but | didn't 
think that was too significant since there hadn't been an 
impeachment proceeding since the 1860's." He and Butler 
soon found out that the impeachment jurisdiction of the 
House Judiciary Committee was pretty significant as the 
Watergate story unfolded. 

Cullen left Butler's office to go to law school at the 
University of South Carolina and the University of Rich- 
mond. He has been with McGuire Woods since he finished 
law school, except for 1991-93 when he was U.S. Attorney 
for Eastern Virginia and 1997-98 when he was Virginia's 
Attorney General. He and his wife, Aggie, live in Richmond 
and have four children. He played football at AMA and was 
a sports reporter for The Bayonet.

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Admiral Bob Canada, ~31, had role 
in controversial Kennedy autopsy 


He was born in Grottoes and went to AMA as a day 
student in 1929-31. He received his M.D. degree from the 
University of Virginia, served as an intern at the UVA 
Medical Center, and then joined the Navy in 1938 advanc- 
ing from the rank of lieutenant (jg) until he was made a rear 
admiral in 1964. 

Robert Owen Canada, Jr, ©31, was serving as a medical 
officer on the USS Salinas when World War II began. At the 
end of the war, he was the senior medical officer aboard 
the USS Pasadena, then had shore assignments after the 
war at Naval Hospitals in Charleston, SC, Oakland, CA, 
Sampson, NY, and the Fitzsimmons Hospital in Denver. 

He was commander of the Jackonville Naval Hospital in 
1961-62 and commander of the Bethesda Naval Hospital 
from 1962-65. It was during this time that President John 
Kennedy was assassinated and his body was taken to 
Bethesda for autopsy. Ever since that event in 1963, con- 
troversy has swirled around the autopsy with some photo- 
graphic evidence that contradicted what the autopsy 
showed. Admiral Canada was never charged with any 
wrongdoing and the autopsy did happen on his watch. 

In 1965, Canada was named Deputy Surgeon General of 
the Navy and he finished out his Naval career as the com- 
mander of the Bethesda Naval Hospital again, a strong 
indication that he had done nothing wrong during the JFK 
autopsy. 

Admiral Canada retired from the Navy in 1969 and 
moved to White Sulphur Springs, WV in 1969 where he 
served on the staff of the Greenbrier Hotel Clinic. He 
passed away in 1972 and is buried at Arlington National 
Cemetery. 


Big Boy fired gun to get crowd 


From the long ago, Frank Williamson, “60, found an 
article about Charles S. Roller, Jr. — Major Roller, Colonel 
Roller or General Roller, depending on when you attended 
Augusta. The year was 1918. The year before, the United 
States had entered World War One and efforts were under 
way to sell what were called Liberty Bonds to pay for the 
war. Speakers who were called "Four Minute Men" for the 
length of their oratory appeared regularly on street corners 
and at movie theaters to stir patriotic emotions and sell 
bonds. The problem was to attract a crowd. 

According to the article: "On a summer evening in 1918, 
Major Charles S. Roller, Jr. parked his big car in front of 
Hogshead's Drugstore (in Staunton) and fired four shots in 
the air. When a crowd gathered, Roller introduced Judge 
Henry W. Holt as the first ‘Four Minute Man’ in Staunton." 

The story goes on to say that Staunton and Augusta 
County raised more than one million dollars in Liberty Bond 
sales, a tremendous amount of money in 1918, in spite of 
the fact that a deadly flu epidemic swept the country, 
causing many meetings and public functions to be cancel- 
ed. Major Roller, unique individual that he was, always 
seemed to know how to make the best of any situation, 
even if it took gunfire to accomplish his purpose!

We will need the recommenda- 
tions of alumni and faculty members 
who will remember the fellows who 
performed well and set records at 
AMA and went on to great success in 
college and professional sports." 

Membership in the Hall of Fame will 
be open to all former AMA cadets and 
faculty members. There will be a 
separate award division for former 
AMA coaches, sports writers and 
other sports achievers. 

AMA Alumni Association President 
Garry Granger, -71, emphasized that 
nominations will be sought for every 
sport ever played at Augusta to in- 
clude baseball, basketball, boxing, 
cavalry, cross country, fencing, foot- 
ball, golf, lacrosse, rifle, rugby, soccer, 
swimming, tennis, track and field, and 
wrestling. "We are counting on alumni 
and faculty to help us with the search 
since they will know better than any- 
one who was a ‘star’ during their time 
at Augusta." 

The AMA Sports Hall of Fame will 
be announced before the reunion in 
April of 2008 and the Hall of Famers 
will be inducted at Reunion 2008.

Dr. Meb Turner, °49, is 
inducted into National 
Wrestling Hall of Fame 


Dr. H. Mebane "Meb" Turner, 49, 
former President of the University of 
Baltimore, has been inducted into the 
National Wrestling Hall of Fame. In a 
November ceremony in Annapolis, 
Meb also received the "Outstanding 
American from the State of Maryland" 
Award from the Hall. 

At AMA and later at the University 
of Virginia, Dr. Turner excelled in 
wrestling and eventually became the 
varsity wrestling coach at UVA. The 
University soon tapped him to become 
the Dean of Students at George 
Mason College in Fairfax, then a UVA 
extension. In 1968, he was recruited 
to be provost at the University of 
Baltimore. Just over a year later, Meb 
was installed as President of the 
university. 

Not only did Meb wrestle at AMA:

We are Marshall tells of 1970 plane 
crash which took Parker Ward's life 


Seventy-five people lost their lives on 14 November 1970 when a routine 
flight home from a football game ended in disaster. The aircraft carrying the 
Marshall University football team crashed at Huntington, West Virginia and all 
on board died including the entire coaching staff, most of the football team 
and some Marshall supporters, including Parker Ward, °54. 

In December, Warner Brothers premiered We are Marshall in Huntington 
and Parker's widow, Mary Plyde (Mrs. Tom) Bell was in attendance as were 
his children. Matthew McConaughey starred in the film which dealt mainly with 
the aftermath of the crash and the prompt decision to continue football at 
Marshall. It has received widespread acclaim across the country. 

Jamie Linden, who helped to write the screenplay, said that had Marshall 
been "a better known school, there would have been five movies and seven 
books about what happened." Because most of the team had been lost, the 
NCAA gave Marshall permission to play freshmen in the 1971 season. No 
one thought they would win a game that year, but in their first home game, 
highly favored Xavier was upset on the last play of the game. 

Since then, Marshall has had 20 consecutive winning seasons, two of them 
undefeated, eight conference crowns, two I-AA national championships, five 
bowl wins and many of its players have gone on to the NFL. 

No one would be happier with this success than Parker Ward who had 
been elected the first President of the AMA Alumni Association just five 
months before the crash. He was a devoted fan of the Marshall "Thundering 
Herd" and made the trip to East Carolina University to see the two schools 
square off. Marshall lost that game but hopes were high for the rest of the 
1970 season. 

In Huntington, there were five or six funerals a day for a while, but the 
spirits of Marshall and Parker live on! 
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The doober is that little gizmo that 
you put on the back of your ball 
cap that tells the folks behind you 
who you are.

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Mickey Toms, 67, the bard of Cortez, Colorado 


Mickey Toms, a Virginia cowboy? 

That's what the Cortez, Colorado Journal calls him even 
though he has lived in Colorado less than two years. And 
why this monicker? 

Mickey is writing and reciting cowboy poetry he has 
written. He says that he has been writing poetry for quite a 
while, but this past summer was the first time he went 
public with his works. There are cowboy poetry readings 
around the state and Toms has gone to many of those 
meetings to get his inspiration. 

"| sat back and listened to those fellows and said ‘Wow,"" 
he says. But his inspiration for one special poem came 
from a three-day family hike a few years back in Flagstaff, 
Arizona. Tom and his step-son, Peter Baxter, an AMA 
Legacy Scholarship winner, and Baxter's father walked from 
Flagstaff down a mountain into Sedona during a spring 
snowstorm. "We were in snow up to our knees," Mickey 
recalls. Peter, an experienced rock climber, had warned the 
others to beware of prickly pears under the snow. "/f you 
step on a prickly pear in the snow, the hike is over," he said. 

The pears have pads resembling large leaves with 
sizable spines plus small barbed spines above the others. 
It inspired Mickey to write a poem which is not so much 
about the prickly pear as it was a bonding among the three 
hikers. Baxter, an English major at William and Mary, 
convinced his step-dad that the poem he wrote deserved 
public attention. 

The poem was published in the Cortez Journal to wide 
acclaim. “As | get older, | think sharing things with others is 
very soothing," he says. "If others enjoy what you are 
doing, well, it doesn't get much better than that." 

Mickey grew up around Charlottesville where he learned 
to drive a tractor and fix fences. He also had a small horse 
farm there. He was and still is associated with the Virginia 
Land Company, a commercial/investment real estate firm. 
He graduated from Randolph Macon, spent more than 25 
years in the Air Force and the Army National Guard and 
managed an area office for Selective Service. 

He worked in California state government when Reagan 
was governor and was Director of United Cerebral Palsy in 
Northern California and Past President of United Cerebral 
Palsy in Virginia. He spent time in Panama and was named 
Outstanding Young Citizen of Virginia. 

At AMA, Toms was Captain of A Company, President of 
the Cotillion Club, Sports Editor of The Recall, and played 
lacrosse, soccer and basketball. He won the English Medal 
his senior year, "the one medal that my roommate, John 
Botcheller, did not win." Toms was also elected to Gd Astra 
per Gspera. At each reunion, Mickey arranges and manages 
the AMA Golf Open.

In this issue, you have read much about how our 
school began. How Professor Roller came home to a 
war-ravaged countryside to find his calling. How his 
tutoring of a few Confederate veterans up by the 
Old Stone Church just a few months after the Civil 
War ended morphed over the years into the Augusta 
Military Academy we all revere. 


At Reunion 2007, we will honor his memory on 
this, the 100™ anniversary of his death. Could he 
have imagined a school with several hundred cadets, 
or that his great school would someday close, the 
victim of another war - Vietnam. 


What Professor Roller left to us was his commit- 
ment to excellence and his inability to accept any- 
thing less. He instilled those traits in his children, 
most notably Colonel Tom Roller, who was the Prin- 
cipal from 1907 until his early death in 1946, and 
General Charles Roller, Jr., the "Big Boy" who 
every cadet who was at AMA before 1964 knew and 
loved. 


To paraphrase Lincoln, it is up to us, the living, 
to carry on the great legacy left to us. Volunteer to 
be a docent at the museum. Attend reunions. Give 
what and when you can. It is your heritage.
